REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
OF ENFIELD. 


The whole amount of money appropriated for the purpose of 
schooling is 785.38. The number of persons in the several Districts, 
between the ages of three and twenty-one, on the first day of April, 
1851, was 653. Some Districts have not been able, with their share 
of money, to have more than three months schooling during the year ; 
and even some of the largest Districts have been compelled to sustain 
their schools in part by subscription, in order to give their children 
the means of education equal to what is provided for in many of the 
towns in the County. The committee are fully convinced that the 
schools will not be very much improved, nor be able to maintain the 
confidence and respect which they ought, unless the town shall raise 
some hundreds of dollars to increase the above named sum. It is ut- 
terly impossible for the majority of the Districts to procure the ser- 
vices of competent teachers with the small means at their command ; 
and as they regard it a duty to have schools of some kind, necessity 
seems to compel them to seek and accept the services of those who 
are not as well qualified as they ought to be. If you wish for first 
rate schools, you must furnish the means to obtain jirst rate teachers. 

In the examination of teachers, we have found too many saying, 
“ T have not had time to review my studies.” ‘Jam not as familiar 
with geography as I once was.” “I cannot explain the rules, &c., 
&c.” Such persons cannot honor the stations to which they aspire, 
and our children should not be placed under their instruction. We 
are, however, happy to say that several of the teachers we have ex- 
amined, exhibited a thorough knowledge of their business, and well 
cultivated minds; and that most of our schools have been very good, 
some have been deeply interested in their studies, and made good 
progress. 

We are confident that a new and increasing interest has been awak- 
ened the past year on the subject of education; and that this interest 
will continue to manifest itself, if suitable exertions are made in its 
behalf. 

Writing, in many of the schools, has not been taught. We deem 
this a great error. It should no more be neglected in our common 
schools, in our opinion, than reading and spelling. 

We have visited each Summer School twice, except two, which 
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were visited once; and each Winter School, with the exception of 
three. Our practice has been to call on each school near its com- 
mencement, when we made such suggestions and alterations as we 
deemed proper; and at or near the close of the schools, made an ex- 
amination of the several classes, and noted the progress in the vari- 
ous branches taught. 

DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer School taught by Miss Susanna F. Sargent. This school 
was characterized by a proper mode of instruction and order evinc- 
ing an improvement praiseworthy of the exertions of the teacher. 

Number of pupils 43. Length of School 8 weeks. 

Winter School taught by Mr. B. F. Skinner. A good scholar, sys- 
tematic and impressive in his instruction. But his mode of govern- 
ment was quite too lenient, which detracted from the value of his la- 


rs. 
Whole number of scholars 51. Length of School 54 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 

Summer School taught by Miss A. R. Blodgett. This Teacher 
seemed desirous of benefiting her pupils both by her discipline and 
mode of instruction, which were commendable. 

Number of scholars 12. Length of school 12 weeks. 

Winter School taught by Miss M. Frances Jones. The school was 
well conducted, Teacher faithful in instruction, and mild in discipline. 
Order and progress in study satisfactory.

Summer School taught by Miss Maria F. Martin. A well quali- 
fied teacher.

Summer and Winter School comprised in one term, and taught by 
Miss Olivia M. Blodgett, under whose discipline and instruction good 
improvement was made both in the moral and literary knowledge of 
her pupils.

DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Summer School taught by Miss Rebecca S. Perley. A faithful 
and energetic teacher. Progress of pupils satisfactory. 
Number of scholars 17. Length of school 10 weeks. 
Winter School taught by Mr. E. A. Liscomb. Too young and too 
inexperienced to manage a school profitably. 
Number of scholars 17. Length of school 8 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
No Summer School. | 
Winter School commenced and continued 8 weeks by Benjamin F. 
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Eaton, when, becoming sensible of his own deficiency, left voluntarily ; 

after which it was continued 4 weeks by Mr. Delevan Kittredge, 

whose mode of instruction and discipline were commendable. 
Number of scholars 23. Length of school 12 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer School taught by Miss Emeline W. Morse. Scholarship 
good, and with a suitable mode of government would have given bet- 
ter satisfaction to her employers. 

Number of scholars 25. Length of school 8 weeks. 

Winter School taught by Miss Arminda Andrews. A successful 
teacher. Energy, discipline and correctness of instruction good. 

Number of scholars 23. Length of school 9 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer and Winter school included in one term. Taught by 
Miss Sarah A. Butman. This school was conducted in regard to 
government and improvement in a manner reflecting much credit 
upon the ability of the teacher. 

Number of scholars 10. Length of school 13 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer School taught by Miss Emily E. Goodhue, who was deeply 
interested in the improvement of her pupils. While some classes 
made satisfactory advancement, others did not exhibit that proficiency 
which was anticipated. Prominent among the causes of which was 
sickness, which materially affected the prosperity of the school.

Winter School taught by Miss Sophronia V. Vaughan. ‘This 
school was characterized by a faithfalness and energy, combined with 
a mild yet decided government, rendering it highly profitable to the 
pupils, and satisfactory in its various arrangements. The classes in 
arithmetic and grammar were decidedly deserving of* approbation.

DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Summer School taught by Miss O. M. Blodgett. The different 
classes exhibited a good degree of proficiency in the several studies 
pursued. Grammar class excellent; also the class in arithmetic. 
Management of the teacher satisfactory. 

Number of scholars 43. Length of school 9 weeks. 

Winter School taught by Mr. J. F. Langmaid. Order and gene- 
ral arrangement good. Commendable improvement in all the studies. 
Class in Arithmetic distinguished for its attainments. 

Number of scholars 47. Length of school 11 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Summer School taught by Miss Elizabeth F. Goodhue. The large 
number of very small children, and the small and very inconvenient 
house, rendered it impossible to make much advancement in the stud- 
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ies. ‘The teacher manifested a good degree of interest in her pupils, 
and labored patiently for their improvement. 

Number of scholars 40. Length of school 12 weeks. 

Winter School commenced by Miss Mandava Buswell in a new 
and very convenient school house, and continued one week, when, in 
consequence of sickness, she was obliged to close. After which the 
school was divided. ‘The first department was placed under the in- 
struction of Miss O. M. Blodgett, and the other under Miss Harriet 
E. Johnson. Both schools were well conducted and correctly taught, 
and made as much progress in their studies as could have been ex- 
pected from the short period of their engagement. Grammar and 
arithmetic classes good. 

Number of scholars in both departments 44. Length of schools 6 
weeks each. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Summer School taught by Miss Sally Merrill. An excellent teach 
er. Scholars interested in their studies. Classes in arithmetic and 
geography taught correctly, and made rapid progress. ‘The entire 
management of the school approved of. 

Number of scholars 29. Length of school 11 weeks. 

Winter School instructed by Mr. J. C. Nutting, one of the most 
correct and energetic of teachers. Arithmetic thoroughly taught ; 
also grammar and geography. A great interest manifested in all the 
studies, and a decided improvement made. 

Number of scholars 25. Length of school 7 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 13.—SHAKER DISTRICT. 


Summer School taught by Miss Eliza Carter. An excellent teach- 
er. Order nearly perfect. Geography taught very successfully, the 
scholars evincing great familiarity with it. Reading, writing and 
spelling good. This school was more deficient in grammar and arith- 
metic than in other branches, though a good degree of proficiency 
was made in these. 

Number of pupils 17, all females. Length of school 16 weeks. 

Winter School taught by Henry Cummings. » Like the Summer 
School in government. Decided improvement in reading, grammar, 
and geography, and commendable progress in all the studies taught. 

Number of pupils 26, all males. Length of school 14 weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


Summer School taught by Miss Mary M. Choate. A well quali- 
fied teacher. Discipline and instruction commendable. A good im- 
provement made by the scholars.
